OPENINGS FOR BRITISH TRADE, 


UNITED KINGDOM. 
In view of the cessation of imports from Germany and Austria- 
Hungary and the fact that there 
are many articles hitherto im- 
ported from those countries 
which are of importance, if not of necessity, to British manufacturers, 
importers of such articles are invited by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch of the Board of Trade to supply information regarding their 
precise nature and quality, in order that steps may be taken to 
ascertain whether similar goods might be produced in this country, 


and, if so, where; or, if not, from what neutral sources they could 
be obtained.

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UNITED KINGDOM —continued. 

Similarly, United Kingdom manufacturers now have the markets 
of Germany and Austria-Hungary closed to them, but in many cases 
there will be opportunities for the disposal of their products in this 
country or abroad. 

Doubtless in a large number of cases importers and manufacturers 
have taken steps to inform themselves on these points, but, 
from cases which have come under the notice of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch, it is believed that in some instances it has not 
proved an easy matter to obtain the necessary information, and it is 
thought that in such cases the Branch may be able to render some 
assistance by placing manufacturers and buyers in communication 
with one another. 

Since the outbreak of the war, applications have been received in the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade from a large 
number of firms in all parts of the United Kingdom who wish to get 
into communication with United Kingdom manufacturers of various 
classes of goods which have previously been obtained from Germany 
and Austria-Hungary, or with purchasers of British goods which may 
previously have been sold to enemy countries. 

Lists of articles which applicants desire to purchase are printed weekly 
by the Commercial Intelligence Branch, and may be obtained on applica- 
tion by United Kingdom manufacturers.

new substances for denaturing spirit or alcohol, 
the Board of Trade have now received, through 
the Foreign Office, from the Russian Ambassador 
in London, a number of copies (in English) of the conditions govern- 
ing these competitions.

‘Three prizes of 30,000, 15,000, and 5,000 
roubles, respectively, will be awarded for the invention of a novel 
method of utilising spirit in productions, where spirit or its products 
would serve as temporary intermediary dissolvents of either of the 
extracted or precipitated materials, ¢.g., in the manufacture of smoke- 
less powder, artificial silk, &c. Further prizes ranging from 75,000 to

5,000 roubles will be awarded for the invention or perfection of 
apparatus for the utilisation of spirit as motive power, fuel, or 
illuminant. 

The competition of new substances for denaturing spirit or 
alcohol is being organised with the object of extending the use of 
spirit for technical purposes, and accordingly three prizes of 30,000, 
15,000 and 5,000 roubles, respectively, are offered for finding novel 
denaturing materials for improving the existing methods of 
denaturing, which, whilst guaranteeing the free use of denatured 
spirit, would obviate any possibility of using it as a beverage.

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ARGENTINA. 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
received a copy of the Report for 1914 of the Directorate of the 
Argentine National Sanitation Works Department, from which the 
following particulars have been translated :— 


The general situation created by the HKuropean war has acutely 
affected the work of the Department, seeing that 
it has come about at a time when extensive works 
had been contracted for and begun in the Federal 
Capital and in certain towns in the Provinces, and valuable contracts 
for materials and machinery from various European nations were in 
course of execution. As the war has impeded the acquisition of 
certain materials from Kurope, the United States have sought the 
employment of their goods in the Republic, and have sent samples 
of materials such as coal and Portland cement for analysis. The 
Executive Power has authorised the Argentine Ambassador in the 
United States to receive prices and propositions for the supply of 
materials and machinery, in the same way that similar arrangements 
have been made in the United Kingdom. 

As regards the 28 contracts now being carried out, works to 
the value of 12,634,717 pesos currency (about £1,105,500) remained 
to be executed at the beginning of the current year. The 
most valuable contracts now running for the supply of material are 
those for cast-iron pipes, viz. eight in the United Kingdom, six in 
Germany, and two in France. ‘The only contractors who have 
continued deliveries with any degree of regularity are the British. 
Ten United Kingdom contracts for the supply of valves, sluices, and 
accessories are in a forward state of execution. The Directorate has 
also contracted in the United Kingdom for the provision of cranes and 


other machinery, distributing system accessories, gratings, &c.

His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Corres- 
pondents in the British Dominions, and from the Board of Trade 
Correspondents in the Crown Colonies, supplemented by information 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1914, 989 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 142,005 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related. 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service which 
includes the reqular supply of the weekly “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W. 

The “ Journal” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register; the confidential information communicated to the latter is 
confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the “ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all.

Bills of Lading. 


With reference to the notice on p. 139 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 15th April last calling attention to Section 4 of the 
Customs (War Powers) Act, 1915, H.M. Customs notify that the 
requirements of that Section of the Act as regards bills of lading will 
be regarded as being met if the bills are made out to a bank for the 
account of the person named in the Privy Council Licence, or to the 
order of the shippers for the account of the consignee named in the 
Privy Council Licence. 

A bill of lading in which the name of the consignee is only inserted 
in the margin is not regarded as complying with the requirements of 
the Section. (C.1.B. 39,877.)

EXPORTATION OF COAL. AND COKE. 


Much unnecessary apprehension appears to have been caused by the 
publication in the Supplement to the “‘ London Gazette” of 30th July 
of an Order in Council to the effect that, “on and after the 13th day 
of August, 1915, the exportation of coal (including anthracite and 
steam, gas, household, and all other kinds of coal) and coke,” 
should be prohibited to all destinations abroad other than British 
Possessions and Protectorates.” 

The Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs desires to explain that 
this regulation is in itself in no way intended to alter the actual state 
of affairs with regard to the export of coal beyond the fact that licences 
will be required for coal exported to any place which is not a British 
Possession or Protectorate. The Order is not designed for the purpose 
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of entirely preventing coal exports, but is the consequence of certain 
domestic legislation by which the price of coai in the United Kingdom 
has been regulated, thereby rendering necessary a control of the 
British coal trade for the purpose of maintaining a proper proportion 
between home and foreign consumption. 





DEFENCE OF THE REALM LOSSES COMMISSION. 

The * London Gazette ” of 10th August announces the appointment 
of a Royal Commission, styled ‘The Defence of the Realm Losses 
Commission ” to enquire, determine and report what sums ought to 
be paid out of the public funds to applicants in respect of loss incurred 
by them by reason of interference with their property or business in 
the United Kingdom through the exercise by the Government of its 
powers under the Defence of the Realm (Amendment) (No. 3) Act, 
1915. 

The Commission is authorised to sit in two divisions, consisting as 
to the one division of Mr. H. Kk. Duke (Chairman), Sir James T’. Wood- 
house and Mr. E. C. de Peyer; and, as to the other division, of Lord 
Dunedin (Chairman), Mr. A. Mackay and Mr. J. M. MacLeod. 





EDIBLE AND OIL=-PRODUCING NUTS AND SEEDS. 
Appointment of Committee on Promotion of West African Trade. 
The Secretary of State for the Colonies has appointed a Committee, 

presided over by Mr. A. D, Steel-Maitland, Parliamentary Under- 

Secretary of State for the Colonies, to consider and report upon the 

present condition and the prospects of the West African trade in 

palm kernels and other edible and oil-producing nuts and seeds and 
to make recommendations for the promotion, in the United Kingdom, 
of the industries dependent thereon. 

As at present constituted, the Committee is composed of Mr. Steel- 
Maitland (Chairman); Sir G. Fiddes, K.C.M.G., C.B.; Sir F. Lugard, 
G.C.M.G., C.B., Governor-General of Nigeria; Sir Hugh Clifford, 
K.C.M.G., Governor of the Gold Coast; Sir Owen Philipps, K.C.M.G., 
Mr. G. A. Moore and Mr. T. Walkden (representing respectively the 
London, Liverpool and Manchester Chambers of Commerce); Sir 
W.G. Watson, Bart.; Mr. L. Couper, Manager of the Bank of British 
West Africa; Professor Wyndham R. Dunstan, C.M.G., Director of 
the Imperial Institute; Mr. T. Middleton, C.B., Board of Agriculture ;

REQUISITIONING OF MERCHANT VESSELS BY 
ITALIAN GOVERNMENT. 


Decree establishing Compensation to be Granted. 


H.M. Embassy at Rome has forwarded a translation of a Royal 
Decree, dated 20th June, establishing the compensation to be granted 
for the requisitioning of merchant vessels. Article I. of the Decree 
provides that during the war compensation for requisitioning merchant 
vessels will be calculated on an approximate basis of under two-thirds 
of the current freight rates. Such compensation is not to be less than 
the average of the freights paid during the half-year previous to 26th 
January for ships of similar type.

BRITISH OWNED CARGO ON AUSTRIAN VESSELS 
DETAINED IN ITALY. 


The ‘‘ London Gazette ” of 10th August publishes a notice to the 
effect that H.M. Ambassador at Rome is informed by the Italian 
Government that, in order to obtain release of British-owned goods 
on Austrian vessels detained in Italy, the interested parties should 
present their applications for release of such goods direct to the 
Italian Minister of Marine, together with all documents available in 
support of their claim to ownership. The Minister of Marine will - 
then determine which goods can be released without further for- 
malities, and which it will be necessary to submit to the decision of 
the Italian Prize Court. 








EXTENSION OF THE MORATORIUM IN PARAGUAY. 
With reference to the notice on p. 163 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 15th July, relative to the Moratorium in Paraguay, 
H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Asuncién reports the publication of a Law 
which had the effect of extending the operation of this measure from 
31st May until 3lst July in respect of debts the date of payment of 
which was not specified or which became due before 14th August, 
1914. As regards debts falling due between 14th August, 1914, 
and 3lst May, 1915, the Moratorium of 290 days originally fixed 
has been extended to 350 days after the due date. (C. 26,447.) 





MORATORIUM IN GREECE. 

H.M. Minister at Athens reports, under date 19th July, that 
although the Greek Moratorium (see p. 241 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 28th January last) is no longer in operation, the 
following exceptional measures of relief will remain in force until the 
end of the current year :— 

(1) Imprisonment for debt is prohibited. Only administrative 
enforcements are allowed. 
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(2) The judicial authorities are empowered to grant delays to 
tenants in arrears exceeding one month, and also to suspend the 


execution of decisions concerning evictions of tenants. The 
suspension of compulsory executions and of bankruptcy is also 
permissible, 


The privilege’granted under a banking Moratorium, which expired 
about the end of February, by virtue of which any bank might have 
the option of returning deposits in small portions, is not now in force.

PARCEL POST ROUTES TO PERSIA VIA RUSSIA, 
Julfa and Askabad Routes to remain open. 


With reference to the notice on pp. 168-9 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 15th July last, relative to parcel post imports into 
Persia and the apprehended closing of the parcel post routes vid 
Julfa and Askabad, H.M. Commercial Attaché at Petrograd 
(Mr. H. Cooke) reports that the ‘‘Torgovo-Promyshlennaya Gazeta” 
of 28th June/ 11th July announces that the Inter-Departmental 
Conference, called to consider the question of closing the above- 
mentioned routes to foreign postal parcels despatched in transit 
through Russia to Persia, has come to the conclusion that any 


decision on the subject should be postponed until the end of the war.

ENEMY PATENTS, TRADE MARKS; &c. IN JAPAN. 


Suspension of Enemy Rights. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché at Yokohama (Mr. HE. FI’. Crowe, C.M.G.) 
has forwarded an extract from the “ Japan Gazette” of 29th June 
last containing a translation of a judgment given in the Japanese 
Supreme Court, in which it is laid down that as a result of the war, 
rights in industrial property (e.g. patent rights, trade marks, &c.) 
held in Japan by enemy subjects are suspended during the war in 
cases where such enemy subjects have not a domicile or place of 
business within the Japanese Empire. ‘This judgment quashed the 
former ruling of the Japanese Patent Office, and decided that as a 
result of the war between Japan and Germany, the International 
Convention for the Protection of Industrial Property is suspended in 
its operation for the time being.

TRADE CONDITIONS ABROAD. 





New Zealand.—H.M. Trade Commissioner for New Zealand 
(Mr. W. G. Wickham) calls attention to a point (made by a local 
firm handling fancy goods of all kinds, and toys) in connection with 
the considerable business which is done nowadays by manufacturers 
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and merchants on this side direct with retail firms in New Zealand 
who indent through local agents or order from catalogues. ‘The 
point is that such manufacturers and merchants do not appear to 
appreciate the excessive cost of freight on those articles of fancy goods 
which are very bulky im size but light in weight, nor do their 
travellers appear to be able to advise as to the cheapest method of 
shipment. For goods of the description given the cheapest method 
of shipment is often by parcel post—parcel post rates always being 
by weight with, of course, certain limits as to size. The Post Office 
rates do not fluctuate, the service is quicker and does not suffer as 
ordinary cargo does from delays at the docks. Moreover, the rates 
are inclusive of everything except duty, there being no wharfage or 
dock dues payable, whilst on small parcels or collections of parcels 
the question of ‘‘ minimum freight” is avoided. (C.1.B. 37,417.)

Russia (Finland)—H.M. Consul at Helsingfors (Mr. V. Kestell 
Cornish) reports that the trade and industry of Finland have, during 
the war, suffered a good deal less than might have been anticipated, 
after the disturbing effect produced by the first news of hostilities 
had subsided. 

Many of the industries of Finland are largely dependent on 
foreign raw material, as may be seen from the following approximate 
figures. In 1912 the total value of the industrial products of Finland 
was estimated at about £23,148,000, and of the raw materials used 
therein at £12,593,000. Of the latter amount, articles partly manu- 
factured in Finland accounted for £2,593,000 and non-manufactured 
Finnish goods for £4,444,000. Non-Finnish raw materials amounted 
to £0,556,000. Of these raw materials, a large portion was received 
from Russia. 

Some of the principal classes of goods imported into Finland from 
Germany in 1913 were as follows :—Groceries and relish ; beverages ; 
spinning material ; yarn, thread and rope work ; textiles ; ready-made 
clothes ; oils, fats and their products ; chemical substances and materials ; 
metal and metal work; machines, motors, apparatus and instruments ; 
watch and clock-making instruments ; vessels and boats; faney goods. 

One of the ways in which Germany has been accustomed to gain 
a footing in the local market is through sending a great number of 
commercial travellers to Finland, who know the language and the 
customers. ‘This has not been practised to the same extent by British 
firms, but in cases where the latter have done so, good results have 
followed. One point may be specially noticed; British firms have 
been in the habit of supplying goods such as chemicals and soft goods 
in general, comprising cloths Xc., through German merchants, who 
have adapted the goods to the relatively small Finnish market, by 
splitting up the parcels into suitable quantities and supplying the 
goods by transhipment from Hamburg. It is easy to see that this 
method of trade is detrimental to the United Kingdom and beneficial 
to Germany, inasmuch as the latter country derives a profit from the 
sale of the goods, and at the same time keeps the producing country 
out of touch with the customer. 
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British machinery seems to be almost too strongly made and is 
practically never worn out. ‘The German firms appear to aim at 
making machines which will last a certain number of years; they 
work out the exact structural strength required, one result of which 
is that their machinery can be sold at a good profit, at a cheaper 
price than the British article. German machines of good make will 
do what is claimed for them; those of the United Kingdom will 
generally do about 20 per cent. more. ‘This sounds well, but the 
result is that the German manufacturers can sell at a lower price 
an article that is 20 per cent. inferior to the British one, although 
offered as of equal value. 

Freights.—The high freight rates charged by the Finland Line were 
due to the fact that there was no competing line of steamers between 
the United Kingdom and Helsingfors. The German line, whose 
steamers ran between Hamburg, Stettin and Helsingfors in peace 
times, charged very low freights, and, partly in consequence of this, 
German goods often had the preference. 

A firm of forwarding and shipping agents at Stettin facilitated 
enormously the transport of goods to Finland (and other countries), 
and by employing that firm, local buyers could obtain considerably 
cheaper freight rates and greater facilities. By that means goods 
were delivered at the consignee’s door, and in every way transport 
was made convenient. Goods were sent more cheaply from the 
United Kingdom vid Hamburg than by direct liners.

United States of America.—H.M. Consul at St. Louis (Mr. C. L. M. 
Pearson) reports that the common practice of British merchants 
in sending catalogues broadcast throughout the United States is 
of doubtful value. A commercial traveller carrying a line of 
samples could obtain more business in a single trip embracing 
the principal cities of the United States than would result 
from the circulation of numerous catalogues during an entire year.

FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
JULY, 1915.* 


I— GENERAL. 

The trade returns for July, 1915, when compared with those 
for July, 1914, show increases both in the value of the Imports into 
the United Kingdom, and of the Exports of Foreign and Colonial 
Merchandise, but a decrease in the value of the Exports of the Produce 
and Manufactures of the United Kingdom. 

The value of the Imports in July was £75,548,147, an increase 
of £16,171,663, or 27°2 per cent., as compared with July, 1914; 
whilst the total Exports amounted to £44,130,301, a decrease of 
£8,100,995. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures of the United 
Kingdom show a decrease of £9,683,869, or 21.8 per cent., as com- 
pared with July, 1914; whilst there is an increase of £1,582,874, 
or 20°2 per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise.

V.—SHIPPING IN JULY. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions with cargoes during 
July, 1915, amounted to 3,011,815 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 3,417,303 tons, as against 4,494,106 tons entered, and 
6,261,107 tons cleared, during July, 1914. With regard to the 
coasting trade, the tonnage arrived with cargoes during July, 
1915, amounted to 2,467,339 tons, and the tonnage departed to 
2,433,598 tons, as against 3,478,019 tons arrived, and 3,461,719 tons 
departed, in July, 1914. 


VI—SEVEN MONTHS’ SHIPPING, JANUARY-JULY. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the seven months, January-July, 1915, amounted to 19,642,697 
tons, and the tonnage cleared to 23,697,359 tons, as against 
28,021,694 tons entered, and 39,517,688 tons cleared, during the 
seven months, January-July, 1914. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage arrived with cargoes during the seven months, 
January-July, 1915, amounted to 17,500,306 tons, and _ the 
tonnage departed to 16,857,090 tons, as against 22,809,763 tons 
arrived, and 22,750,651 tons departed, during the corresponding 
period of 1914.

FOREIGN TRADE OF CHINA IN 1914. 

The following article dealing with the commercial and 
economic condition of China in 1914, and reviewing the foreign 
trade of the country in that year, is extracted from the ‘‘ Abstract 
of Statistics and Report on the Foreign Trade of China”’ for 
1914, recently published by order of the Inspector-General of the 
Chinese Maritime Customs :—

Notwithstanding the difficulties to be overcome after the 
tremendous upheaval of 1911, when the whole government of the 
country was temporarily disorganised, followed in 1913 by a 
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Foreign Trade of China in 1914. 


serious rebellion against constituted authority that destroyed 
credit and paralysed trade over a large tract of territory, the year 
1914 opened with more favourable prospects, and there was 
evidence that Chinese merchants were gradually regaining 
confidence in the stability of the Central Government. There 
was every reason for such confidence. The provincial officials 
had been working hard to restore order, and provincial finances 
had been improved to such an extent that most of the Provinces 
had become self-supporting. The most striking evidence of 
confidence in the Government was the success of the internal loan 
of 24,000,000 dols., which was actually oversubscribed, in 
extraordinary contrast to all previous attempts to float domestic 
loans. 

The deplorable state of the currency, which had become a very 
serious obstacle to trade, was not only recognised by the 
Government, but the people themselves assisted to some extent in 
clearing up the confusion. The country was flooded with 
depreciated paper money, mostly issued during the early months 
of the Revolution. In Canton the depreciation had proceeded so 
far that one paper dollar was worth only 34 cents, until in Jul 
the Government redeemed notes to the value of 31,000,000 dols. 
at a discount of 50 per cent. In Szechwan the Government 
accepted salt revenue in the shape of depreciated notes with the 
object of burning them—a course which raised the value of paper 
money to par and at the same time enabled the Government to 
fix the regular quota to be paid in future. The inconvenience of 
having a variety of dollars in circulation, issued by different 
mints and each having an exchange value of its own, has to a 
certain extent been relieved by the people, who have shown their 
preference for sycee and re-converted enormous quantities of 
dollars into bullion. It is hardly necessary to point out that a 
continuance of this process will prove quite useful in assisting 
the establishment of a Government standard coi. The issue of 
paper money has now been brought under control, and there is 
reason to hope that the reform of the currency, perhaps the most 
important reform needed, will before long become an accomplished 
fact. The outbreak of the war in Europe prevented the 
conclusion of the loan under negotiation with the Quintuple 
Group which was destined partly to serve this purpose, but the 
difficulty of obtaining funds from outside led the Chinese to make 
more strenuous efforts to solve their financial problems at home, 
and the increased revenue derived from salt, the success of the 
internal loan, and the absorption of the premium bonds issued 
through the Hsin Hua Savings Bank, may all be taken as 
evidence of the potential resources of the country at the disposi- 
tion of a Government in which the people have confidence. 

When the year opened exchange was favourable to imports 
and clearances had greatly improved, while at the same time 
exports did not appear seriously impeded. Trade continued 
brisk until April, when it became very dull; but notwithstanding 
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Foreign Trade of China in 1914.

this the Customs revenue at the end of June showed a gain over 
the previous year’s collection to the same date of 889,200 Hk. taels, 
in spite of a shortage in opium duty and likin of 1,192,782 Hk. 
taels. ‘Trade was thus doing better than might have been 
expected in view of many adverse circumstances, which it may be 
useful to mention as showing how the energy of the Chinese 
merchant overcomes apparently hopeless conditions. In the 
first place banking facilities, upon which the whole trade, both 
domestic and foreign, has been built up, were greatly restricted. 
The famous Shansi banks, through whose hands nearly all 
Government funds formerly passed, and who were the chief 
agents for all interprovincial remittances, were compelled to close 
their doors when the Manchu Government lost power; while all 
other banks, with a few notable exceptions, ceased doing business, 
as they were unable to collect money due to them on account of 
advances. ‘The few that remained showed extreme caution and 
engaged only in transactions involving no risk whatever. ‘The 
foreign banks, upon which the Chinese banks at the ports are 
chiefly dependent for their supply of silver, were compelled to 
abstain from giving to the Chinese banks the facilities customary 
before the Revolution. Chinese dealers, therefore, found many 
impediments to their business; more especially was it difficult to 
arrange for remittances and for sending money into the interior 
to buy produce. But, while the restriction of banking facilities 
greatly hampered trade, it is generally felt that the disappearance 
of so many mushroom banks, engaged rather in speculation 
than in legitimate banking transactions, has placed business 
on a safer and sounder basis. The deplorable state of the 
currency has already been mentioned, but it may be well to 
explain that complaints regarding discredited or counterfeit paper 
money, violent fluctuations in exchange, and depreciated sub- 
sidiary silver coinage and copper cents were rife in all parts of 
the country and made all commercial transactions exceedingly 
complicated. 

As regards climatic conditions, crops were fairly satisfactory ; 
but in Kwangtung during the summer vast tracts were inundated 
along the West and North Rivers by floods that devastated 
15 districts, causing extensive damage to property and crops and 
involving much loss of life. The disaster is said to have been 
the worst of the kind ever experienced in that quarter. Crops, 
such as beans, groundnuts, and sesamum, were also extensivel 
damaged, and in some cases totally destroyed, by floods in Nort 
Kiangsu. In September parts of Manchuria, after a prolonged 
drought, were also visited by disastrous floods. 

Hurtful as were these floods, it is possible that their injurious 
effects on commerce were small as compared with the paralysis 
of trade brought on by the ravages of a brigand who called him- 
self White Wolf, and whose baneful activities brought trade 
almost to a standstill in parts of some of the central provinces. 
During his destructive career White Wolf practically stopped all 
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Foreign Trade of China in 1914. 


trade in the neighbourhood of his operations, as it was impossible 
to move either money or goods. 

Unfortunately, his suppression was succeeded by the outbreak 
of the great war, the effects of which were immediately felt in 
China, and exports could no longer be financed. Later, when 
conditions became more settled and cargo was offering, the 
German and Austrian flags had disappeared, much British and 
French tonnage had been engaged by their respective Govern- 
ments, and neutral steamers had found more profitable employ- 
ment elsewhere; so that there was such a scarcity of tonnage 
that in spite of willing buyers and sellers the cargo could not 
be accommodated. Naturally, in the absence of competition, 
freights went up, and heavy war risks assisted in reducing pos- 
sible profit. | Moreover,§ the prohibition of code telegrams had 
the effect of stopping any new (business, as foreign exporters 
were unable to explain™to their correspondents at home, at 
reasonable expense, the opportunities for new business brought 
about by war conditions; and the Chinese, unable to dispose of 
their products, were obliged to curtail their purchase of imports. 

With so many drawbacks to healthy commerce from the com- 
mencement to the end of the year, it is not surprising that the 
Customs revenue failed to maintain the advance made up to the 
end of June, and that the year ended with a total receipt of 
38,917,525 Hk. taels, or a decrease of 5,052,328 Hk. taels as 
compared with the 1913 figures. It was, however, larger than 
in any year previous to 1912, and the greater part of the decrease 
is accounted for by a loss in opium duty and likin amounting 
to 3,108,680 Hk. taels. While the impossibility of obtaining 
money from abroad, in consequence of the outbreak of war, had 
the good effect of leading the Chinese Government to rely more 
upon the national resources, it unfortunately interfered very 
seriously with railway development. It has already been 
abundantly proved that railways are causing a rapid extension 
of trade, and it is much to be regretted that the completion of 
those under construction must now be delayed, so that the 
revival of trade after the war will not be facilitated by them 
until a later date. 

A great proportion of the exports from China are of a bulky 
and inexpensive character, and an increase in the trade is 
dependent upon improvement in transport. Under the conditions 
generally prevailing the difficulties and cost of transport limit 
production to the needs of circumscribed areas, and it is only 
when new country is opened up, by the opportunities offered by 
a new port or by the coming of a railway, that producers find it 
profitable to extend their operations. To meet the national obli- 
gations an increase in exports is absolutely necessary, and it is 
encouraging to see that such increase may be confidently antici- 
pated to follow the development of the railway system. 

The import figures for the year are curiously illustrative of the 
conditions prevailing in the country and of what the trade really

means. The Chinese are now, assuming the population to amount 
to 400 millions, purchasing foreign products to the value of about 
ds. 9d. per head annually. Of this not very extravagant ex- 
penditure about 1s. 3d. is spent on cotton goods, leaving 2s. 6d. 
to be judiciously laid out on necessaries, such as metals, coal, 
kerosene, matches, rice, and sugar, or to be squandered on such 
luxuries as birds’ nests, cigarettes, opium, soap, and elephants’ 
teeth. The tentative adoption of Western culture is to be traced 
in the importation of railway plant, electrical materials, telegraph 
and telephone appliances, machinery for various purposes, 
printing and lithographic materials, and paper; while the craving 
for personal adornment, not always wisely directed, finds satis- 
faction in the purchase of foreign hats, shoes, and clothing, 
haberdashery, hosiery, lace and trimmings, looking-glasses, 
perfumery and cosmetics, and aniline dyes. But for centuries 
the Chinese have found their own products sufficient for their 
needs, and the sluggish advance in the importation of foreign 
goods is due to the fact that a demand has to be generated by 
introducing novelties to potential purchasers and arousing their 
interests and widening their wants—a very slow process in a 
country where the means of communication are so defective. 
When, however, the Chinese are offered an article that fills a 
want and is easily disposed of, the demand for it increases by 
leaps and bounds. 

For the Chinese market the first essential is cheapness, and the 
Japanese have an advantage over their Western competitors in 
already producing for home consumption articles of a type and 
quality suited to the pockets and needs of their neighbours. 
Among such goods may be mentioned knitted garments, such as 
singlets and pantaloons, both of summer and winter weights, 
brown for men and pink for women being preferred to white. 
Stockings and socks are in increasing demand, but must be low in 
price, while cotton umbrellas are taken in large numbers. Other 
articles that command a ready sale are looking-glasses, spectacles, 
lamps, bottles, thread, buttons, tooth-brushes, handbags and 
purses, india-rubber balls as toys, ankle-bindings of either cotton 
or silk, enamelled ironware, hair clippers, clocks and watches, 
crockery, etc. Where water carriage is available transportation 
is Inexpensive, but away from the waterways it becomes costly 
and very slow, except along the few railway routes. Consequently 
no marked increase in imports is to be looked for, as was remarked 
above in the case of exports, except in conjunction with railway 
development.

NEWFOUNDLAND.

old, shall be admitted into the Colony free of duty ; 

(2) All phosphate rock, pyrites, electrodes, soda and bags and 
packages for distribution of the company’s products required 
by the company for the purpose of the manufacture of 
phosphate of ammonia, nitrate of ammonia, or other fertilisers, 
calcium carbide, cement or their by-products, shall be 
admitted into the Colony free of duty ; 

(3) All coal required by the company for use in Labrador for the 
purposes mentioned in the preceding paragraph shall be 
admitted into Labrador free of duty. (C.1.B. 38,867.)

(3) To the United States of America, export will be permitted 
on the guarantee of the nearest British Consul, which 
guarantee should be something more than a mere visa of 
the signature (which is a purely notarial act), and should 
express in some form or other that the Consul is satisfied 
that the ultimate destination of the goods is not enemy 
territory. Coupled with this guarantee will be a bond in 
twice the value of the goods that the goods will be landed 
at their declared destination and nowhere else. The bond 
will be cancelled on production within a reasonable period 
of the landing certificate. There is a further proviso that 
normal export to the United States of America must not be 
materially exceeded.

Italian Colonies, and the territories occupied by Italy, in any ship, 
boat, steamer or other craft, under any flag, of the following goods, 
however prepared or packed, viz., vegetable oils, animal oils, crude 
and distilled mineral oils, naphtha, petroleum of all kinds, benzine 
(petrol), nitro-benzine, alcohol, and, in general, all spirits capable of 
being used in motors. No restriction, however, is imposed on the 
exportation of vegetable oils so far as such export kas been duly 
authorised in accordance with the regulations now in force. 

Article 2 provides that tank-steamers bringing from abroad 
cargoes of the materials specified in Article 1, for the purpose of 
replenishing stocks in Italy, may be allowed (under regulations to be 
established by the Ministries concerned) to repair from one port to 
another, when the storage accommodation at the first port of call is 
insufficient for the entire cargo or when the cargo is to be divided 
among several coastal storehouses. 

Article 3 provides for the provisioning with the fuels in question 
of islands, of coastal regions difficult of access by land, of the Italian 
Colonies, and of the territory occupied by Italy, such provisioning (in 
quantities to be fixed for each locality) being entrusted exclusively 
to steamships belonging to lines worked by the Italian State rail- 
ways or to lines subsidised by the State. 

Articles 4-7 of the Decree deal with the measures taken to obtain 
information as to the stocks of liquid fuels, and the measures of 
surveillance adopted in respect of such stocks. (C. 25,925.) 


The Italian “ Gazzetta Ufficiale” for the 31st July contains a Decree 
of the Lieutenant-General, dated the 18th July, 
which empowers the Minister of Finance to 
admit, until the end of the war and under 
special regulations to be prescribed by him,

This free list includes, 
inter alta, certain chemical products (carbolic acid, arsenic, copper 
sulphate, iron sulphate, sulphuric acid, calcium carbide, &c.) ; Stass- 
furt salts, sulphate of ammonia, and other artificial manures; barbed 
iron wire for fencing, and wire netting for fencing; disinfecting and 
insecticide apparatus; coal; Roman cement; fire-proof bricks, &c. ; 
machines for mining, for weaving, and for smelting ; printing presses 
and stock; sacks for use, within 6 months, in exporting certain 
native products ; and certain specified kinds of agricultual machinery 
and apparatus. 

Article 3 of the Law authorises the executive to accord duty-free 
admission, under special conditions, in respect of certain apparatus 
for the sugar industry, small iron fence posts, and unsized and 
unglazed paper for printing newspapers, scientific books, &c. 

Prohibited list.—Article 4 contains a list of goods which are 
prohibited to be imported into Venezuela. This list comprises :— 
coining apparatus, war material, coins of silver, nickel or copper, 
cigarette paper (the foregoing articles may only be imported by the 
National Government), saccharine and similar sweetening substances 
(saxin, &c.) in quantities of more than 100 grammes, and sea-salt. 

Dutiable list—Article 5 contains the dutiable list of the Venezuelan 
Tariff. As already explained, the goods are divided into groups, 
according to their nature, and a separate column indicates the Tariff 
Class to which they belong. A translation of the “Textile ” Section 
of the Tariff (Tariff Nos. 507-670) is appended :— 


[| NoTE.—Article 6 (4) and (5) of the Law contains the following explanations 
respecting the Customs classification of textiles :— 

(1) in order to ascertain half the sum of the threads in a square of 5 mm. side, 
a thread-counter of that dimension is to be used ; the total of the warp and weft 
threads is taken and divided by 2, and any fraction less than 1 in the quotient 
is ignored ;

The regulations are to come into force on the Ist September next 
as regards soaps containing over 20 per cent. of‘impurities, but are 
not to apply to soaps containing less than 20 per cent. of impurities, 
until two years after the date of enforcement (i.e., until the Ist 
September, 1917). Soap containing over 20 per cent. of impurities 
must be branded with a mark stating ‘‘ adulterated over 20 per 
cent.,” and this mark must also be placed on the outside of the box 
in which the soap is to be exported. (C.1.B. 38,722.

MOROCCO (FRENCH ZONE). 

H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Tangier reports that hitherto one of the 
difficulties British shipping has had to contend with 
was that, while cargo could be found to bring out 
to Moroccan ports, the ships had to go back empty 
for want of any return cargo. It has, however, been 
suggested that British steamers should be used 
... for the conveyance of wheat and barley from 
—— Casablanca, Mazagan and Safh to Bordeaux, 

, Nantes, St. Nazaire and Havre, and the French 
Authorities have approved of this suggestion, at the same time 
indicating that they anticipated great difficulty in finding bottoms for 
the conveyance of the large quantities of grain to be shipped to 
France, and that it would be of great assistance to them if British 
ships could be so utilised. 

Writing on the same subject, H.M. Vice-Consul at Saffi (Mr. G. H. 
Selous) suggests that British shipping companies interested should 
inform the local officer of military supplies of the arrival dates of 
their steamers, the amount of space for cargo available, and the 
freight per ton. Freight should compare favourably with that quoted 
by French shipping lines. It would not be necessary for a steamer 
to proceed directly to the French port of consignment; a liberal 
delivery date would be given. 

Steamers would be liable to be held up at French ports owing to 
congestion, but would be entitled to demurrage. Barley would be 
consigned to any of the four ports mentioned; wheat to all except 
Bordeaux. ‘These conditions would remain in force until 1st Novem- 
ber next. 

The French Authorities do not wish to charter, but it might not be 
inadvisable for brokers to keep in touch with an agent at Casablanca 
in case the Authorities, for any reason such as lack of the requisite 
French tonnage, alter their decision on this point. 

It is estimated that the amount of wheat and barley available for 


export this year will not fall short of 150,000 tons.

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MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY, 


AUSTRALIA. 


With reference to the notice on p. 558 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 25th February last relative to the 
now ao Works Broken Hill Steel ewer Company’s Works 
Opened in New = t, Newcastle, N.S.W., the “Bulletin” of 17th 
South Wales. June of the South Australian Official Intelli- 
gence Bureau at Adelaide states that these new steel works, which 
were recently opened by the Governor-General of the Commonwealth, 
were brought into being primarily as a result of the existence of 
huge iron ore deposits known as the Iron Knob and Iron Monarch, 
situated 30 miles inland from the west side of Spencer’s Gulf, in 
South Australia. The extent of the deposits has not yet been 
actually determined ; but on the assumption that the average depth 
of ore is no more than 100 ft., it has been calculated that over 
21,000,000 tons of ore are available. 

The object the company first had in view in securing the deposits 
was to provide sufficient iron ore for use as a flux in the furnaces of 
its South Australian smelting works at Port Pirie. After having 
used some 800,000 tons of the ore in this way, and being satisfied as 
to its high and uniform quality, the company made further investiga- 
tions as to the possibility of utilising the deposits for the making of 
iron and steel. The result was a decision to establish the works 
referred to, which have cost nearly £1,500,000. 


The “ Bulletin” of Ist July of the South Australian Official Intelli- 
gence Bureau at Adelaide states that, with the

profitable commercial account, the Government, 
South Australia. ith the assistance of the University of Adelaide, 
has secured the services of a metallurgist for a period of two years, to 
experiment in hydro-metallurgical methods. The direct aim of this 
experimental work will be the drawing up of working schemes, 
wherever practicable, for the treatment of ores that have been tested. 
A small experimental plant will be erected in South Australia for the 
carrying out of a series of tests on the copper ores of the State. 

Should the experimental work be successful, it is hoped that some 
of the copper mines of the State, which are now lying idle or being 
worked on a restricted scale, will become important contributors to 
the annual output of copper.

rs - taining not less than 90 per cent. of products 
ae. obtainable by distillation, a recent ‘ Bulletin ” 
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issued by the South Australian Department of Mines reports the 
results of investigations into the supposed oil-bearing areas of 
South Australia. It is stated that the prospects of obtaining a 
supply of petroleum from the districts investigated are very slight 
indeed. The far south-east carries a faint possibility, which is based 
on surmise and no evidence. 

In the interior of the continent the Coonanna Bore gave some 
signs which have resulted in nothing tangible when tested by further 
boring. Shales which may produce oil on distillation are also 
known to occur in these far removed areas, but difficulties connected 
with climate, water, and communication will probably cause a long 
period to elapse before the actual value of these interior deposits can 
be adequately tested and made known, and will largely discount their 
economic value for many years. 

With regard to the lignitic beds which underlie areas nearer the 
coast, the analysis of average samples show them to be of such poor 
quality that any attempt to utilise them at present would result in 
financial loss. 

The report concludes with the suggestion ‘that the offer of the 
bonus should be extended so as to include oil obtained by distillation 
from shales or lignites.

H.M. Consul-General at Chicago (Mr. H. D. Nugent) reports that, 
Lead Production and according to ‘“‘Dun’s Review” of 3rd July, 
Exportation in 1914 the exports of lead from the United States to 
teenies ‘Europe since the war began have not increased 
in proportion to the increase in exports of zinc and some other metals, 
and the price of lead, instead of being enhanced by the war, actually 
slumped in October to the lowest point reached in the last fifteen 
years. 
According to an advance statement of the production of lead in the 
United States in 1914, issued by the United States Geological Survey, 
the total production of refined lead from both domestic and foreign ores 
was 542,122 tons (of 2,000 lbs.), as compared with 462,460 tons in 1913. 
The production of refined lead from domestic ores was 512,794 tons, 
an increase of 100,916 tons over the record figures reached in 1913. 
This increase was due chiefly to gains in Missouri, about 42,000 tons ; 
in Idaho, 40,000 tons, and in Utah, 18,000 tons. 

The exports of lead smelted from foreign ores were 30,944 
tons and from domestic lead ores 58,722 tons, a larger exportation 
than in any other year since 1911, when the exports of lead aggre- 
gated 113,307 tons. No domestic pig lead had ever been exported 
from the United States, prior to 1914. Generally the price of lead 
in the United States owing to the tariff, exceeds the price abroad. 
Lead smelted in bond from foreign ores is therefore exported instead 
of domestic lead. Owing to the civil war in Mexico the imports of 
Mexican ore for the last few years have been much smaller than 
heretofore, and there was not enough foreign lead in the United 
States tosupply thedemand. Lead was consistently higher in London 
in 1914 than in New York, and this, together with the scarcity of 
Mexican lead, caused the large exports of domestic lead. (¢. 24,220.)

‘The average yield per head varies considerably, depending 
on the breed and size of the sheep, but in general it is equal to last 
year’s and fully satisfactory. ‘Ihe largest yield per head was in the 
Government of Poltava, being up to 25 to 30 funts (merino sheep). 
The largest yield per head of common sheep, up to 30 funts, was in the 
Kuban Territory of the Caucasus, the smallest, 4 to 1 funt, in separate 
districts of the Governments of Kursk, Samara and Tobolsk. The 
smallest yield of merino, 2 and 24 funts per head, was in the Bugulma 
district of the Government of Samara. The average for merino may 
be taken as 12 to 17 funts, and 3 to 6 funts for common wool, with 
considerable deviations both ways. For merino, 12 funts per head 
was the most frequent yield, and for common wool 2 to 4 funts. 
The total yield will in no case be less than last year’s, and in various

Germany for shipment to India. Italian makers have _ received 
numerous enguiries on old German samples, as United Kingdom 
shippers were hopeful of getting the goods matched in Italy, but the 
plant for spinning waste or linters is not large enough, and makers 
in that country are not prepared to extend it. 

It is stated that the manufacture of these goods is somewhat risky 
as they are poor quality cloths, and when going through the raising 
machines are apt to be torn. Moreover, owing to their low price, 
makers require to produce very large quantities in order to make a 
reasonable profit. It is, however, a large trade to those who specialise 
in it, and a maker who could produce a few million yards in one 
quality and width, and keep looms running all the year round, would 
make a handsome profit, a condition of affairs which obtained before 
the war in several German mills, (C.I.B. 37,732.) 





NETHERLANDS.

Nevertheless, the condition in the Province of 
Friesland is indicated as “ good.” In the other Provinces it is only 
“fairly good,” falling slightly short of that condition in the Province 
of Groningen. Although sufficient rain fell in the latter Provinces it 
came too late to bring about much improvement. In the Province 
of Zeeland a large yield of seed is expected. (C.1.B. 39,100.)

acres, as against 1,163,000 acres in 1914; corn for husking, 253,300 
acres, as against 206,000 acres in 1914; corn for fodder, 343,400 acres, 
as against 317,000 acres in 1914; potatoes, 478,600 acres, as against 
475,900 acres in 1914; and turnips, &c., 172,700 acres, as compared 
with 175,900 acres in 1914. 

In the three western Provinces the estimated areas sown with wheat 
are 11,744,700 acres ; with barley, 962,000 acres ; with oats, 6,290,000 
acres ; and with flax, 1,004,000 acres, as compared with the harvested 
areas of last year, namely: wheat, 9,335,400 acres; barley, 936,000 
acres ; oats, 5,353,000 acres; and flax, 1,157,000 acres. More than 
half the total area under wheat and 89 per cent. of the area under 
flax is reported from the single Province of Saskatchewan.

Lockhart) has forwarded the following particulars, dated Ist July, 
regarding harvest prospects in the Moscow Consular district, compris- 
ing the Central and Volga Provinces :-— 

In the early part of the year fears were entertained that the changeable 
weather of last winter would have an unfavourable

Moscow District districts. These fears, however, proved groundless, 

‘and after the snow had disappeared, the condition 
of winter cereals appeared to be quite satisfactory, while the damage 
done by thaws in November and January was inconsiderab!e. 
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Spring came rather early but the weather remained cool and damp. 
This condition, although it hindered the growth of winter cereals, pre- 
vented night frosts, which are usually rather harmful at this time. 
Later, the weather improved and with few exceptions was very 
favourable for winter cereals. These, at the beginning of June, were 
reported throughout the Moscow Consular district to be in a more 
than satisfactory condition, and especially satisfactory in the Provinces 
of Moscow, Riazan, Vladimir, Simbirsk, and Orel. 

The condition of the weather in the early spring was also very 
favourable for the preparation of the ground and for the sowing of 
spring cereals, the area under which is reported to be not less than 
that of last year. ‘The area under oats, however, will in some places 
be smaller, owing to the shortage of last year’s crop, which suffered 
from drought and hail storms, and also owing to the great demand for 
oats for the army which has diminished the quantity annually 
available for seed. 

By the beginning of June the sowing of spring cereals was nearly 
finished and the condition of the earlier sowings is reported to be 
thoroughly satisfactory. ‘The condition of the later sowings cannot 
yet be defined, but here, too, prospects are very good. Up to the date 
of writing, the weather in Central Russia had been very favourable. 
There had been an abundant supply of rain, and the drought reported 
in Central Europe had not made its presence felt. Apprehensions 
that shortage of labour would retard the work in the fields 
proved groundless. Owing to the temperate and moist weather the 
condition of grass throughout the district is reported to be in an 
excellent condition, and in the South Eastern Provinces, 7 e., near the 
Caspian Sea, the farmers were preparing for an early hay-making 
season. (C. 24,658.) 





PERSIA. 


H.M. Consul-General at Ispahan (Mr. T. G. Grahame) reports, under

de Léon, the sardine fishery is very good in the waters of the island 
of Siek, about four miles from that town. It is, however, pointed out 
that the catches would be much better were it not for the lack of roe- 
bait. During the last few days of July the price of sardines was from 
3d. to 4d. the dozen. (O.1.B. 39,248.) 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


According to recent issues of the United States Commerce Reports, 
Th the effects of the dyestuffs famine in the United 
e Dyestuffs Stat b F poe neh oaalh 
Situation. ates are becoming more and more apparent eac 
day. In some instances textile mills are forced to 
close down for the time being until new supplies of dyes can be 
obtained. ‘This is especially the case in works consuming large 
amounts of indigo, the lack of which has now become very acute. 
Manufacturers are now bringing out brown denims instead of the 
familiar blue fabric, but merchants and consumers are reluctant to 
accept the substitute. Similar modifications are being made in a 
multitude of cases, the primary purpose as a rule being to reduce to 
& minimum the actual amount of dyestuffs used. 

The possibility of securing fairly satisfactory shades by the use of 
vegetable dyestuffs has been demonstrated, and the consumption of 
logwood, fustic, quercitron, cutch, hypernic, &c. has become very 
large. 

in the meantime the few American manufacturers of coal-tar colours 
are steadily expanding their plants and are producing dyestuffs in 
quantities hitherto unknown. Equally noteworthy is the steady 
increase in the manufacture of intermediates—aniline oil, beta- 
naphthol, para-nitraniline, &c.—by the firms lately started in this field. 

Under the circumstances, widespread interest is attached to a 
concerted action on the part of leading manufacturers at Bale 
(Switzerland). The firms in question find themselves in a serious 
dilemma. ‘They are now practically cut off from all supplies of coal- 
tar crude and intermediate compounds, and may soon be forced to 
close their vast establishments for an indefinite period. In face of 
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this threatened danger, they are now turning to the United States 
for assistance. 

Fully aware of the latent possibilities in the American coke 
industry to produce coal-tar crude products in enormous quantities, 
and also of the great consumption of foreign-made dyes in the 
United States, the Swiss colour firms now seek to secure an ample 
supply of American crude products and to pay for them in finished 
dyes.

VENEZUELA, 
The “‘Gaceta Oficial” (Caracas) of 28th June publishes the text of a 

Sta Stamp Tax Law, which fixes a general stamp tariff 

mp Tax mr ' F ' — 

Seietionn . follows :—On documents covering transactions 

6 of an estimated or determined value of from 
25 to 50 bolivars, a stamp of 5 cents; between 50 and 100 
bolivars, 10 cents ; between 100 and 200 bolivars, 20 cents ; between 
200 and 300 bolivars, 30 cents; between 300 and 400 bolivars, 40 
cents ; between 400 and 500 bolivars, 50 cents ; between 500 and 1,000 
bolivars, 1 bolivar; over 1,000 bolivars, an additional bolivar for each 
1,000 bolivars or part thereof. 

Civil or mercantile contracts, of whatever value, will be covered by 
a stamp of 10 bolivars. Sales by credit will pay a stamp tax double 
that of the above-mentioned tariff, according to the value of the sale. 
As regards customs documents, manifests of importation or exportation 
will carry a stamp of 2 bolivars for each 1,000 bolivars of the value 
manifested, or fraction thereof. 

Special rates are also fixed in respect of mining titles, licences for 
the carriage of firearms, licences for public amusements, trading 
licences, navigation licences, etc., etc.

COREA. 


H.M. Consul-General at Seoul (Mr. A. H. Lay) reports that the total 
Import Trade foreign trade of Corea with Japan and foreign 
; countries in 1914, exclusive of gold and _ silver 

in 1914. . . 
bullion, amounted in value to the sum of 

£9,965,400, a decrease of over 44 per cent. as compared with 
1913. The value of the import trade in 1914 amounted to £6,454,800 
as compared with £7,307,150 in 1913, a decrease of nearly 12 per 
cent. At the same time the value of the import trade for 1914 
surpassed that of 1911 (which was then the record year) by over 
£900,000. This decline in imports in 1914 was only to be expected 
in view of the general business depression prevailing since the begin- 
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ning of August, the European war having naturally had no small 
effect upon the trade of Corea. But there were also other contribut- 
ing causes, é.g., many new Government undertakings, such as rail- 
ways, harbour works, &c. had to a great extent been completed, 
thus diminishing the demand for railway and building materials, 
cement, &c. The curtailment of Government expenditure. consequent 
upon retrenchment also affected the purchasing power of the people, so 
that there was a decline in the consumption of various classes of imported 
goods such as beverages and comestibles. With improved methods, 
the output of agricultural products is growing, and, moreover, the low 
price ruling for Corean rice checked the importation of foreign rice, 
wheat and millet. Further, owing to the gradual development of 
industries, the Coreans are being more and more supplied with the 
domestic article in the case of salt, cigarettes, candles, Xe. 

The share of the principal nations interested in the import trade 
was (approximately) as follows: — British En pere, 95 per cent.; Japan, 

2 per cent.; China, 124 per cent.; United States, Philippines and 
Hawaii, 94 per cent. ; Siam, 3 per cent. ; Geman, 14 per cent. 

It should be noted, however, that part of the trade credited to 
Japan in reality only passes through Japan on its way from other 
countries. 

The value of the total import trade from the Empire amounted to 
£626,724, a decrease of £294,295 as compared with 1913; of this 
total the United Kingdom contributed goods to the value of £554,734.
